A high.temperature of 104 
degrees was forecast for the 
Los Angeles area in this eighth 
day of the heat wave and no 
relief was in sight from the 
scorching siege which the 
weather bureau has blamed 
mostly on a lack of normal sea 
breezes. 

A high of 104 today would 
make this California’s longest 
hot spell of above 100 degree 
temperatures,

would be another smog alert 
today.

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Exploring a Boom 


HE ROYAL COMMISSION ON 

Canada's national economy, now 
organizing its staff in Ottawa, evi- 
dently plans an investigation unique 
in our history. 

It has been compared with the 
Rowell - Sirois Commission which 
studied federal-provincia] relations 
between 1937 and 1940 but clearly 
the two inquiries are quite different 
in origin and scope. 

The earlier study was designed to 
cure some of the fiscal results of a 
world depression, to shore up aimost 
bankrupt previnces-and to-disiribute 
the nation’s wealth miore fairly. 

Today Mr. Walter. Gordon’s: com 
mission is about to explore an unex- 
ampled boom and the relations be- 
tween our eleven governments are ex- 
_Cluded from its scope, 

The public may well wonder, 
therefore, why any inquiry is needed 
when things are going so well in a 
prosperous and united nation. he 
reason is that these very conditions 
require detailed, expert and non- 
partisan consideration so that we 
may foresee their result some years 
ahead. 

Is the nation following policies 
that will maintain prosperity in the 
long run? Is it utilizing its resources 
in a prudent.fashion? Is it spending 
enough or too much on capital devel- 
opment? Is it providing adequate 
social services in relation to its avail- 
able wealth and, if not, haw much 
more can it afford in this field? 
What income. population and living 
standard are we entitled to expect a 
generation or two from now? 

In short, what kind of a society 
are our children likely to enjoy if we 
advance at our present rate? 

These are some of the domestic 
questions which the commission and 
its experts will consider. But they 
cannot divorce economic conditions in 
Canada from economic conditions in 


the world at large‘ where Canada 
earns..a great part of its living 
through trade. Nor can political con- 
ditions here be isolated from the po- 
litical conditions of an armed and 
dangerous world. 

The future of some imaginary 
nation in total isolation perhaps could 
be gauged long in advance though 
even this is doubtful in a free so- 
ciety. As no nation can live alone, 
as all nations are becoming more and 
more inter-dependent, the Gordon 
Commission certainly cannot hope to 
tell.us—exactly,or_.even.approxi- 
mately; -how Canada will be living in 
another: generation. 


Monsieur Canute 


All it can do is to project the exist- | 


ing trends ahead some years, perhaps 
warn us of some dangers inherent in 


them and suggest changed policies to | 


improve them. If it can make an 
up-to-date.inventory of our re- 
sources and tell us where they are 
being prudently used and where im- 
prudently, if it can suggest where 
the state should use its power in a 
free enterprise system and where it 
should refrain, then the new inquiry 
will be of highest value. 

We need not expect Mr. Gordon 
and his colleagues to emerge from 
their statistics with some startling 
revelation and a new national policy 
That is not its purpose. Our political 
parties, Parliament and the federal 
government, alone can make policy 
for the nation, as provincial legisla- 
tures and governments make them 
for the provinces 

Our policies in both fields have 
been larly barren of new ideas 
for a long ‘time now. Perhaps the 
commission's findings will restock the 
nation’s intellectual inventory. If it 
can isolate any seridus mistakes in 
national econmic policy propose 
any remedies, then we may be sure 
that the political system will be quick 
to respond to these discoveries

Mr. Penfold Charges Pressure 


R. D. K. PENFOLD HAS RE- 

signed from the Public Utilities 
Commission and has made public his 
reasons for quitting. 

Some of these are personal. The 
vitally important one from the pub- 
lic’s point of. view, however, is a 
matter of principle. Mr. Penfold 
Says Mr. Bennett and his Govern- 
ment have been “playing politics” 
with the commission. 

As one instance of improper in- 
terference with the PUC’s activities, 
he says that “a couple of months” 
after Mr. Bennett was elected pré- 
mier he called in the commission 
chairman and told him the Govern- 
ment wanted the PUC to “grant 
every application” made under the 
motor carrier regulations. 

The serious part of Mr. Penfold’s 
statement does not relate to the ap- 
pointment of chairmen over his head 
It resides in the allegation that Mr 
Bennett has imposed pressure on the 
commission and influenced the deci 
sions that body has made. 

The Public Utilities Commission 
was set up as an independent tribu- 
nal, free from government and other 
interference, to deal with matters of 
«immediate cofcern to the citizens of 
British Columbia—matters such 
rates and services. 

True, rulings of the commission 
are subject to cabinet appeal But 
it was never intended that political 
pressure would be exerted by the 
Government on the commission to

Under his guidance much of | 
the respect which the Public Utilities 
Commission has lost in recent years 
can be restored 

Only with the re-establishment 
of public confidence in that body can 
its work be effective. Without it, the 
Public Utilities Commission would be 
regarded merely as another political | 
tool of a government which seems | 
over-zealous in imposing its will on 
agencies designed to show independ- 
ence of thought and action.

| Recalling the Heroic Epoch 


By STEWART ALSOP, From Rabat, Morocco 


“TT is necessary to know a Mussulman,” 
said the colonel, in the careful voice of 
one instructing children. “It is necessary 
to recall that a Mussulman who kills an 
infidel goes straight to 
Paradise It need- 
ful only for an agitator 
to call upon them to 
kill in the name of Al- 
lah, and the Mussul- 
man crowd becomes 
absolutely savage, al- 
though they may later 
briefly regret the atroc-

The speaker was Col. le Boeuf, a re. 
tired French army officer who heads a 
semi-clandestine movement known as 
“Presence Francaise” here in Rabat. 
Presence Francaise is dedicated to main 
taining at all costs the French position in 
Morocco. It counts the downfall of the 
moderate-minded resident-genegal, Gilbert 
Grandval, its greatest triumph. 

USES TERROR 

According to some, Presence Francaise 
an admirable vatriotic organization. 
According to others, it is a kind of French 
Ku-Klux Klan, which uses terror as its 
chief . political instrument. —_It_is_widely 
believed ‘that Presence Francaise was im- 
plicated in the bloody anti-Moroccan riot 
ing that took place here in July and in 
the recent assassination or attempted as- 
sassination of several Frenchmen of mod 
erate views.

“Then when the situation was-most des- 
derate, we saw mounted tribesmen from 
the hills.upon us.. It is-all over,.we are 
finished. “But no, although it was # tribe’ 
which had surrendered to us only eight 
days before, they had already learned 
who were their true friends, they had 
come to help us, the French." 

His voice softened as, he recalled his 
past glories, But it hardened again as he 
returned to the present. “These people 
aré still in the Middle Ages, incapable of 
governing themselves. Do you think that 
the perpetrators of the recent atrocities 
are ready for self-government?” 

“No, no, gentlemen,” he continued, and 
his voice rose as he talked. “When we 
arrived here, there was nothing—nothing 
but chaos and the rat-infested medinas. 
We have made this country. And you 
think we are going to~get out, 400,000 
Frenchmen? You think we are going to 
become a helpless minority, the proteges 
of the Mussulman? _ No, no.” 

There was much more in the same vein 
before Col, le Beouf, amiable again, shook 
hands and said pood Hye” Before he left; 
he pointed out his treasured signed photo- 
graphs of Generals Gallienie and Lyautey 

“They were great men, Why are there 
no more like them?” 

And he pointed also to a faded picture 
of a proud mafron a big horse, sur- 
rounded by native thoops—‘“Myself at the 
head of my ‘regiment,”.he said, and his 
old eyes half filled with tears. 


FRENOH EFFORT 

His visitors were thoughtful and 
walked down the path past the lovely 
flowering Bougainvillea. For there was 
much in what the old man said. In a 
sense, it is almost true that the French 
“made this country.” It was French 
brains and French capital that built the 
big handsome cities and developed the 
neglected land and put an end to chaos, 

It is also true that Presence Francaise 
speaks for the great majority of French- 
men in this country, though many of 
its adherents are motivated less than 
Col, le Boeuf by memories of past glories 
and-mure by desire-of.present profit. It 
is just as true that the great majority 
of Moroccans, even the illiterates in the 
hills, passionately support the Natio.alist 
movement, And in the end, 9,000,000 
Moroccans can make life intolerable ior 
a few hundred thousand Frenchmen, 
even for so staunch an old Franchman 
as Col. le Boeuf
